East Central Community 
College Warriors struggled 
through a long 10 weeks during the 
1992 football season as they won 
only once and lost nine times. 

Most of the games weren't even 
close. Consider the margin of 
defeat in losses to East Mississip- 
pi (33-6), Gulf Coast (42-6), 
Itawamba (37-13), Pearl River 
(40-0), Northwest (48-7), and 
Jones (47-12). 

The Warriors’ only win came 
over perennial dormat Coahoma 
(20-8). They were only in two other 
games — losses to Copiah-Lincoln 
(37-32) and Southwest (31-27). 

ECCC was outseored 339-125 
with the 339 points allowed setting 
a school record. 

Not that last year’s showing was 
all that much out of the ordinary. 

Over the past 20 seasons, the 
Warriors have averaged 3.7 wins 
per season as they have 74 wins, 
12% losses, and six ties. Only five 
of those teams had winning 
seasons and none won over seven 
Pames. 

The last five teams have finish- 
ed below .500. 

Reese Bridgman enters his se- 
cond year at the Decatur school 
hoping to at least stop the bleeding 
if not turn things around, 

“It gave us an opportunity to get 
solidified in what we're doing and 
to learn what it takes to win in this 
league and how to go about doing 
it!’
